OF OVERSEAS FORCES. 


(ey A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Repub- 
lican Leader Mann read to the 
House tod@y a letter from Gen. 
March explaining why the War De- 
partment adopted the plan of de- 
mobilizing by disbanding units in- 
stead of by discharging soldiers in 
accordance with the need of men in 
industries. The Chief of Staff said 
the latter plan had been discarded as 
impracticable after consideration be- 
cause it would have involved the task 
of appraising the case of each indi- 
vidual soldier. 

“On the other hand,” he said, “dis- 
bandment of the complete military 
units could be and was immediately 
begun. In this way the military sit- 
uation was safeguarded and at the 
same time demobilization was accel- 
erated.” 

Gen. March urged that legislation 
be passed permitting the resumption 
of voluntary enlistments and re-en- 
listments in the army, saying that 
demobilization of oversea forces was 


fact that there are practically no 
troops to replace them. He said 
there are many men at every camp 
who would enlist in the regular army 
if it were not for the fact that all 
definite period enlistments were sus- 
pended by the act of May 18, 1918. 

Commenting on the American de- 
mobilization figures, the general's 
letter said: 

“Buch results would have been 

simply impossible had it been at- 
tempted to discharge immediately 
every soldier who made application 
on individual grounds. There are 
hundreds of thousands of men now 
returned to their families, home com- 
munities and industrial employment 
who might not have*been released 
for months if the War Department 
had attempted to inaugurate a 
scheme of demobilization based 
largely upon individua! requests for 
individual discharge. 
“The absorption of these men in- 
to the genéral life of the country— 
their return to productive employ- 
ment—-has assisted in the perma- 
nent revitalization of industrial life 
and has expedited the return of the 
country to ite normal peace-time 
condition.” 
While he conceded there might be 
a few minor cases of injustice done 
in the demobilization. Gen. March 
declared the best interesta of the 
country had been safeguarded and 
equal treatment to the individuals 
of the army secured.

FRANCE FACES TRADE 
WAR WITH GERMANS. 


HURLEY OF SHIPPING BOARD 
WARNS NATION TO MAKE 
READY FOR STRUGGLE. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.)} 
PARIS, Jan. 36.—France now is 
faced by a commercial struggle with 
Germany. Edward N. Hurley, chair- 
man of the United States Shipping 
Board, declared at a Franco-Ameri-

For twenty-five years, Mr. Hur- 
ley said, Germany had devoted 50 
per cent. of her efforts toward com- 
mercial tines and the remainder to 
building up her great military ma- 
chine. As no such mochine will be 
permitted in the future, he added, it 
will realiy be devoted to commerce. 
“Bay what you will about her 
method.” he deciared, “she has 
demonstrated her efficiency in 
merce and with her whole effort 
devoted in the future to trade, the 
other nations of the world always 
will have a formidable competitor, 
no matter what restrictions it be- 
comes advisable to put in her path.

Inhabitants Beyond Caspian 
are Yet Truculent. 
Vastness of Task Ahead of 
League of Nations Shown. 


British Maintain Huge.Forces 
in Asia, East Europe.

LONDON, Jan. 25.--The vastness 
of the task before the league of na- 
tions in restoring order in Eastern 
Europe and Asia is illustrated oy 
the amount of work which the Brit- 
ish army still has to perform. 

More than two months after the 
armistice there are in the region be- 
yond the Caspian inhabkants who 


do net know yet that the war is over} 


and have recently been informed 
that German:submarines have sunk 
$0,000 British troops in the Caspian. 
As a large number ef German and 
Austrian troops are there, as well as 
a force of Bolsheviks, the . British 
have their hands full in protecting 
the peaceful tribesmen. 

To maintain communication with 
this force and also to see that the 
armistice termes are carried out it is 
necessary to keep other British gar- 
risons in the region north of <he 
Caucasus while in Silicia there is 
still another force. They are needed 
there especially on account of the 
Armenians. 

The Turks are showing the old 
truculent spirit toward that unfor- 
tumate race, They do not seem to 
realize that they have been defeated 
and it is only the convincing pres- 
ence of the khaki detachments that 
prevents them from continuing the 
old eystem of oppression and ex- 
termination, 

Farther to the southeast In Meso- 
potamia a considerable part of the 
expeditionary force remains and will 
hbave to remain. Here, after the 
lapse of centuries, good government 
has been introduced as the result of 
war, and it is absolutely necessary if 
order is to be maintained that some 
civilized nations hold the reigns of 
power. 

The natives are split into ma 
mutually hostile tribes, 
such restraining influence as the 
Turks used to exercise has been 
withdrawn. 

Mo ver, the Britisn have in the 
last ¢t years made t im- 
provements. Basra has been made 
into a pert with every modern fa- 
cility. Navigation of the rivers hase 
been Improved. Hundreds of miles 
of railway. have been constructed. 
Bagdad hal’ been transformed into a 
prosperons city and improvements 
in irrigation in addition to the in- 
erease in security have enormotsly 
inereased aaricultural production. 
If the Pritieh were to withdraw all 
ee developments would fall into 
ruin. 

Meanwhile in Eastern Europe the 
British forces are engaged in inter- 
national police work and are occu- 
pyvisg a number of points, the witi- 
mate ownershin of which will be de- 
cided by the Peace Conference, but 
will eertainiy not be awarded to 
Engiend. A division of the S@aloniki 
force is thus stationed near Con- 
stantinople and ancther is garrison- 
ing Dobrudja in the gone between 
the Bulgarians and Rumant | 
battalion of the Eesex regim bas 
taken temporary charge of Scutari, 
in Northern Albania. A battalion of 
the Yorkshire and Lancashire regi- 
ment is looking after Fiume and an- 
other honorable artillery company is 
in Nort¥ern Tyrol.

British commitments in lesser 
theaters of the war are therefore 
by no means leuldated.

‘Unions Urge Measure to Keep 
Out Foreign Labor. 


Bill to Close Doors is Before 
House Committee. 


Entry of Undesirables Pre- 
vented for Four Years. 


(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 24.—Forced 
by union domination of Congress 
and unrelenting pressure on its 
members the Immigration Commit- 
tee of. the House will Monday rec- 
ommend for immediate passage in 
the House a bill prohibiting immi- 
gration into the United States fer 
four years. 

This action was taken by a vote 
of, nine to four and it is alleged that 
labor will force the bill through at 
the présent session of this Congress. 

A close poll of the House and 
Senate indicates that such @ CoOL- 
tention is justified. 

Unskilled labor in the West will 
be at a premium, for under the pro- 
visions of the bill immigration from 
Mexico and Canada is conditional 
and totally within the permission 
of the Commissioner-General of im- 
migration, who is authorized to per- 
mit such ingress under regulations 
to be drawn and promulgated after 
the passage of the bill. 

Aside from this concession none 
but tourists and professional men 
and those seeking asylum from 4 
religious persecution may enter the 
United States after the measure be- 
comes effective. Slackers who ¢s- 
caped the draft by seeking a hiding 
Place outside the United States may 
return, but they must come back to 
a prison and not otherwise. 

Families of citizens of the United 
States may return to the United 
States under proper regulations. 

Frankly designed to prevent com- 
petition with American labor from 
the demoralized lands of Europe the 
bill aleo has many advocates who 
belhheve that otherwise the United 
States will be the dumping ground 
for a multitude of undesirables from 
parts of Europe and in some cases 
proof is aiready available that many 
military prisoners now being lib- 
erated will come to 
United Stater at the oppor- 
tunity.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—On the

France, on November 1, thé last 
Gate for which official figures wete 
available, had 2,559,000.

What 
I mean is that the ‘haves’ are robbed 
and terrorized by the ‘have nots’ anu 
since in Russia, as all: the world 
vver, there are more of the latter 
Class than the former, it . perfectly 
co"rect to say once the ‘have 
nuts’ are given a free hand, as they 
have been in Russia, they will re- 
sist a return te former conditions.

VIEWS OF WIDE OBSERVER. 

T talked yesterday with a man 
who is well known to many people 
in several of the largest cities in the 
United tes and who would be 
identin by many others if I were 
permitted to give his name. He has 
just returned from a trip of many 
months, covering little-known parts 
of Burope and Asia. He traveled 
im a semiofficial capacity and had 
the best facilities for obeervation 
and for collecting information. 

He brought back with him sensa- 
tienal stories of operations of Bol- 
sheviki in Russia which I have never 
seen in print. Here is a sample de- 
scribing the capture of the city of 
Kagan, which lies sixty miles to the 
east of Moscow: 

“The republicans—and Bolsheviki 
were in contro! of Kazan. one of 
the considerable but not well-known 
cities of Ruesia,” this traveler said. 
“Kasan te go close to Moscow that 
Bolsheviki hated to see it in the 
hands of their enemies. They threat- 
ened many times to send an expedi- 
tion to capture it. As the result of 


sense flied from the city. 

“These fugitives numbered no leas 
than 85.000, which will give some 
idea of the comparatively large size 
of the town. Finally the Bolshevik! 
were reinforced by a large band of 
mutinous sailors from the Ruerian 
. These men brought with them 
a number of machine guns and 
quantities of ammunition. Mean- 
while the Moscow Bolshevik! sent 
secret emissaries into Kazan to 
spread their doctrines. They told 
the ignorant workmen of Kazan that 
once the Bolsheviki got into power 
no workman would have to labor 
more than four or five hours a day. 
while would be at least ten 
times wh they were then getting. 
ORGANIZE RABBLE INTO ARMY. 
“Finally the Moscow Bolsheviki 
organized the rabble into an army 
several thousand strong. This band 
was led out ef the city tn the dinkc- 
tion of Kazan. At every village they 
reached, all the male inhabitants 
were forced to foin the marching 
columns. Immediately behind the 
so-called army came the -sallors, 
armed with their machine guns, and 
whenever the army showed weari- 
ness or signs of discontent the ma- 
chine guns were used to force them 
to advance. 

“When word came of the Bolshe- 
vik advance, the republicans in 
Kazan got ready to meet it. They 
got together a considerable force, 
liercely mece up of former officers 


lout of Kazan to face the coming 
enemy. At the same time the Boli- 
sheviki in Kagan redoubled their «f- 
forts. They used larce bribes, prom- 
ises and threats to induce the work- 
men to join them in organizing a 
detachment to attack the republic- 
ans in their rear. 
“When the Bolsheviki from Mos- 
cow attacked in front the newly 
gathered mob from Kazan unexpect- 
edly closed in from the other direc- 
tien and the republicans were sur- 
rounted and forced to surrender. 
“More than 7000 former officers 
of the Russian army were captured. 
Of these 7000 officers, no less than 
3000 were taken, at one time, into an 
open field and sailors turn their 
machine cuns on them. Al! Put two 
were killed. I talked at length with 
one of the two who escaped. 
“Later the other 4000 also were 
massacred. That, I think, is a fair 
sample of the way in which the Bol- 

sheviki operate.”

CHECK ON CASUALTIES 
IN FRANCE COMPLETE, 


INDIVIDUAL ADDITIONS MAY BE 
EXPECTED, BUT GENERAL 
LIST IS FINISHED. 


DESPATCH} 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. Cable 
sdvices from Gen. Pershing indicate 
that the long and tedious check of 
battle casualty reports has at last 
been completed by the Centrai Rec- 
ords Office in France. Individual 
additions resulting from the identi- 
fication of missing men or from the 
treble check of all organization and 
hospital records, instituted by the 
direction of the Secretary of War, 
may, of course, be expected and will 
be promptly reported, as wil) deaths 
from illness or accident. In gen- 
eral, however, the lists of those who 
died in action or received serious in- 
juries as reported to the families of 
officers and soldiers and to the press 
stands complete. 

In the meantime the War Depart- 
ment ie engaged upon a check of the 
original records sent for the purpose 
from France, in order to report both 
to the families and to the public, 
as a matter of record and apprecia- 
tion, the men who have received 
(and recovered from) relatively 
slight injuries on the field of battle. 

As a« further means of keeping 
the families and friends of our sol- 
diers informed as to thelr welfare, 
Gen. Pershing has iseved instructions 
requiring each soldier to send to his 
next of kin in the United States a 
ecard showing the date, the soldier's 
station, his organization and the 
state of his health. Special cards 
are being printed for this purpose 
and will shortly be on thelr way 
acroes the Atlantic. 
There is now on ite way by courier 
a list of men who before the signing 
of the armistice were wounded in 
action and are stilt! in hospitals In 
France or England. This list will 
be of service in enabling the Adju- 
tant-General to furnish prompt and 
definite information as to the welfare 
of men regarding whom inquiries 
may be made by relatives and friends 
in this country. 
The report of January 9 shows a 
total of 105.753 men tn hospitals in 
France, Gof which 72,642 were cases 
of disease and 433.111 cases of 
wounds or other injurtes. The 
deaths for the previous week 
amounted to 561, of whom 280 died 
of disease and 281 of wounds re- 
ceived action before November 
11,-1918. 
The total number of h Ital cases 
in France is steadily decreasing, 
there being a drop of more than 
15,000 cases between the figures 
given above and those of the week 
previous. 


BOLSHEVISM APPEARS

PASADENA, Jan. 25.—If the 
League of Nations plan falls 


| through, Henry Ford, famous peace 


advocate and auto manufacturer, 
hopes to see the United States start 
Immediately to build a navy larger 
than the combined navies of all oth- 
er countries of the world. 

“Let us build ten battleships for 
any other nation’s one, and put our- 
selves in a position to drive on the 
beach the combined navies of the 
world, if the league scheme is not 
agreed to,” he said at his winter 
home in Altadena today. 


“If the others won't agree with 
us on a friendly, peaceable basis in 
controlling international relations. 
let's be in a position to control thein 
ourselves. Let's show the world 
that we can create an international 
court without assistance, if occasion 
demands. And let's get busy on, 
the job while the American people 
are in the humor. They are very 
much In the homor right now. They 
want to see the league go through, 
but they went decisive action on 
our part if it doesn’t.” 

Mr. Ford picks Woodrow Wilson. 
as the logical man to head the 
league. He is still keenly inter- 
ested in the contest he instituted to 
unseat United States Senator Tru- 
man Newberry. his successful op- 
ponent in the November election in 
Michigan, and says he is prepared 
to spend millions if necessary to at- 
tain his ends in this fight. which. 
he asserts, is against “tmhachine 
politics,” and not against Mr. New- 
berry personally.

AMERICAN ARMY USED 
AS AID IN CONQUEST. | 


WILSON CREDITED 
WARNING AGAINST SEIZURE 
OF LANDS BY FORCE. 

(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

PARIS, Jan. 25.—The warning 
issued yesterday by the supreme 
council that territorial claims must 
come before the conference un- 
marked by attempts at possession 
hy force is very widely discussed. 

It seems to be generally acknow!l- 
edged that President Wilson was 
the author of the warning and that 
ne has a deep feeling in the matter 
because in at least one instance 
where esmali bodies of American 
troops were under other command 
they were used to push forward in- 
to a territory where the native 

population would ‘not have tolerated 
the forces of any European power 
but hafled the coming of the 
Americans with joy. In some of 
these cases, after the welcome had 
died down, the population awoke to 
find that the American troops had 
departed and that their towns were 
in the possession of troops of an- 
other nationality. 

The President, it is known, took 
summary action to prevent the use 
of American forces for such pur- 
poses. He now has secured an 
agreement in the Peace Confer- 
ence to warn all nations against 
such steps. 

CLEAN HANDS DEMANDED. 

(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P| 

LONDON, Jan. 25. — (British 
Wireless Service.) Commenting on 
the action of the Supreme War 
Council in issuing a warning to those | 
who are using armed force in Eu- 
rope and the east to enlarge their 
possessions before claims are finally 
adjusted, the Times says:

the defeat of Germany in which 
might was held to determine right. 
The great powers in the conference, 
having at the cost of incredible ex- 
ertions and sacrifices overthrown 
that old band and set up a new tri- 
bunal of justice, must. assert their 
authorfty against all appeals by vio- 
lence 


“We do not mean that all claims 
being put out are necessarily claims 
that In themselves are unjust. But, 
just or not, they will be prejudiced 
by a continuance of violence. He 
who asked for justicen must come 
into court with clean hands.”

HIGHEST TYPE NATIVES OF 
NORTH WIPED 
OUT BY SCOURGE,

fivenza among the Eskimog of Sew- 
ard Peninsula, Alaska, hag been re- 
céived among Alaskans and others 
familiar with the districts affected 
with keen regret. The infittenga, it 


appears, has cut down the very flow- 
er of the Eskimo race in certain sec- 


Probably the hi type Eskimo 
of the north resided In the vitlage 
of Cape Prince of Wales on Berine 
Straits, where a population of 3560 
natives has been reddced to twenty- 
five adulte and 100 children. This 
fartbest west community the 
American continent showed the Es- 
kimo at his best, There was not a 
single white man there. Even the 
Fureau of Education Work Was Car- 
tied On by nativé teachers. 
fews of the havoe werked in the 
village by influenza will be particu- 
larly ead to W. P. Lopp., chief of the 
Alastan divieion, Bureau of E@uca- 
tion, now mission to Southern 
Alaska. It wag Mr. Loop’s pioneer 
work which brought the Cape Princé 
of Wales peopie to the Ketith and 
prosperity they enjoved until the in- 
fluenza sGourged them. Lopp went 
to Cape Prince of Wales in 1890 
when the natives were debauched 
from the Ilquer tramfie earried on by 
whalers.

Now, the physicians who are bent above the fevered bed, where a sick 
world is lying, are probing deep to reach the cause of the sickness and to 
remove it once and for all. They are good men and true, they are wise 
and faithful to their trust. Like all good physicians their sole desire is to 
save the patient's life. - 

There was never a more cheering spectacle on earth than' that which 
the gathering of the peace plenipotentiaries in France furnishes. 

Surrounding the figure of the President of the United States are the 
statesmen of Europe who are congregated not to see how great the spoils 
they can command for their various nations out of the wreck and ruin of war, 
but to see what way justice may best be done, and to seek the remedy that 
will the surest cure the fever of the world. . = 

- That their patient is rebellious wil] only incite the physicians to ‘greater 
efforts to effect a cure. 

In plain words, the efforts being made by the statesmen of the free 
nations of the earth to bring order and law and peace and prosperity to those 
countries of Europe, which are today writhing in the agony of anarchy a 
lawlessness, murder and unbridled lust, is the most heartening and cheering 
sight that the human race has ever witnessed. .

| Not Much Change in the Critter. 
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T HE LEGISLATURE. 
The California Legislature stepped out 
of one leg of the bifurcated session on Fri- 


receiving 1700 bills for consideration, voting 
away $300,000 for improving private prop- 
erty adjacent to the banks of the Sacra- 
mento River and spénding $50,000 on ftself. 
Under the terms of a weird Progressive 
amendment to the Constitution the Assem- 
bly meels for thirty days to receive bilis 
and consider emergency measures only: 
then it adjourns for thirty days ostensibly 
to give the public a chance to utinize the 
bills introduced, and then reassembles to 
act on sald bills. 

Theoretically this procedure gives the 
People a chance to discuss measures pend- 
ing before the Legislature; but, practically, 
it causes the useless expenditure of $59,900. 
Bills that were introduced during the first 
half of the session are printed tn the State 
printing ottice, bound In loose leaf form and 
sent, free of the cost to the recipient, to 
such pérsons and associations as have a 
pull with some member of the Legislature. 
BUT—there has not been a single session 
in eicht years when the bills were printed 
and distributed before the end of the re- 
cess. There is no genera] consideration by 
the public, for the good and sufficient rea- 
son that there are no bills avaliable to con 
sider. same purpose would be served 
if bills filed with the Secretary of 
State during the month of January and then 
handled as they are handled now. BUT— 
that would deprive several hundred political 
hangers-on of a month's employment at war 
prices and nothing to do: and for thet rea- 
son ft is not so nominated in the law 

Gov. Stephens has congratulated the elec- 
torate of the State that there were 789 less 
bills introduced than in 1917. BI'T—Gov. 
Johnson tendered a similar congrat lation 
when the number of bills exceeded those 
any other session. He sald that it show 
the awakened interest of the people 
State government, Gov. Sterhens seeks to 
the members of the Legislature credit 
for the shrinkage in the number of bills. 
This is taking from the “flu” credit where 
credit is due. The best thing the Lerisla- 
ture did was to pass resolutions compelling 
all members and attaches to wear “flu” 
masks. That gave notice to the public that 
“fu” was prevalent in ento, and it 
had a wholesome effect in reducine the 
size of the lobby. There fs a erati*ed les- 
sening in the number of freak bills intro 
duced because most of the were 
frightened away. 

Little Neht ig shed on the nature of lee- 
islation finally to be passed by scrutinizing 
the bills introauced; for tt is pften a long 
and tortuous path from the fling clerk's 
desk to the one where the bille are en- 
grossed after having nasesed both houses. 
Then there ts the deadly pocket veto that 
has smothered enourh bills in the last ten 
years to form a complete new State code 
One significant fact that bodes no good for 
the taxpayer is the filine of most of the 
“administration” bills In blanket form. The 
Dills are introduced to hold plages on the 
file. but none of the detafls will be filled 
in until fate in the second holf of the ses- 
sion. Any bill can be Amended during the

except number. An administration bill 
to change the name of a State highway 
can be amended into a snecial appronria- 
tion bill or an anti-Injunction bill if the ad- 
ministration so desires FEvvery tra!ned 
byiat conceals the portent of his bill for the 
first half of the sesstan.

SOLDIERS JOBS PEACE. 


Replacement Bureau Busy Seeing to it that this City’s 
Forty Thousand Who Joined the Colors will Get Em- 


ployment; Business Men are Co-operating. 


Harrison, Federal representative in 
charge of the work, explained that 
the bureau is ‘“tuking it for granted 
that the returning soldiers and sea- 
men will seek re-employment 
through this office,” by which Is 
meant all those not automatically 
taken back into theip_old jobs. 

“This, of course,” he said, “is our 
best way of meeting their wants. We 
desire them to know that we want 
them to come here freely and fee! 
that they are welcome. Uvur ppr- 
pose.here is to serve them. More- 
over, the bureau wants the men to 
spend all the time they can sapere 
right here—in fact, make it their 
heudquerters. By being here when 
jobs are open, they will get first 
call. We intend to. make the place 
comfortable for them by arrangin 
a reading room with magazines an 
new spapers. 

“We want also to avoid disap- 
pointing the employer, and in this 
the men must co-eperate with ts. 
We have experienced some difficulty 
in getting in touch with men who 
merely left their addresses or tele- 
phone numbers and then expected 
us to find tfem quickly when they 
were not at home.” 

lt was explained further by Mr. 
Harrison that the bureau will 
sist in a plan of welfare work which 
will be in the hands of the Red 
Cross, War Community Board, 8«!- 
vation Army, Knighte of Columbus, 
Jewish Welffire Board, Soldiers’ and 
Batlors’' Welfare Com mittes and Y.M. 
C.A,, all of which organizations wil) 
have representatives present to 
into needy cases as they seppear.
